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From  the  President 

The  last  issue  of  the  Scarab  gave  the  most  complete  coverage 
of  our  needs  as  presented  to  the  State  that  I  have  noted  in  our 
long  history.    We  are  deeply  grateful  for  this  superb  assistance. 

The  Governor's  Budget  as  recommended  to  the  General  As- 
sembly now  in  session  was  disappointing  in  a  number  of  respects 
as  far  as  the  college  is  concerned.  Funds  recommended  for 
maintenance  and  operation  seem  larger  than  the  facts  justify 
because  our  school  of  medicine  beginning  next  year  will  suffer 
a  loss  of  about  550,000  per  annum  in  tuition  for  G.I.  students. 
We  have  been  working  hard  to  have  added  a  yearly  item  of 
$60,000  to  cover  operating  costs  for  certain  departments  which 
were  not  covered  by  the  Governor's  recommendations.  The 
truth  is  irreputable  damage  will  be  done  if  this  sum  is  not  added 
to  our  maintenance  resources.  Other  funds  are  badly  needed 
but  the  chances  of  securing  them  are  not  bright. 

The  main  capital  outlay  items  recommended  by  Governor 
Battle  are:  land  purchase,  $65,000;  McGuire  Hall  alterations 
and  equipment,  $168,000;  central  heating  plant  generator, 
$200,000;  remodeling  Cabaniss  Hall  kitchen,  $60,000;  pharmacy 
equipment,  $45,000;  sprinkler  equipment,  S20,000;  and  addi- 
tional equipment  for  the  college  division,  $10,000  and  for  the 
hospital  division,  $7,500.  Three  big  items  which  we  had  so 
much  hoped  would  be  provided  include  laboratories  associated 
with  the  proposed  doctors'  office  building,  the  St.  Philip  section 
or  general  beds  to  be  included  in  the  building  to  be  constructed 
for  TB  sanatorium  and  chest  surgery  for  Negroes,  and  enlarge- 
ment of  Randolph-Minor  Hall  to  house  student  nurses. 

It  is  likely  that  funds  will  be  made  available  to  build  the 
outer  walls  and  floors  for  the  St.  Philip  section  of  the  new  hos- 
pital. This  will  put  the  St.  Philip  unit  in  the  right  position  in 
the  facility  and  make  completion  at  a  later  date  possible  on  an 
exceedingly  economical  basis.  Neither  are  our  student  dormi- 
tories in  sight  but  we  are  not  going  to  give  up  on  this  item ;  it 
is  too  important ! 

The  college  is  sorely  in  need  of  the  whole  program  of  de- 
velopment which  was  outlined  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Scarab. 
It  is  regrettable  that  construction  and  operating  costs  are  now 
so  high,  but  merely  to  resign  to  the  situation  is  fatal.  By  all 
of  us  working  together  we  can  no  doubt  uncover  a  good  many 
resources  both  for  construction  and  support  as  a  supplement  to 
what  the  State  is  able  to  do  from  tax  funds.  On  that  account  a 
new  bulletin  of  gifts  by  will  was  recently  sent  to  many  of  you. 
Already  we  have  had  a  number  of  good  reactions  including 
the  preparation  of  several  wills  about  which  we  have  been  told. 
Sometimes  individuals  would  rather  provide  funds  when  living 
in  order  to  see  the  fruits  of  their  gifts.  Certainly  this  is  to  be 
encouraged  by  all  of  us. 

One  of  our  modest  yet  significant  needs  is  a  small,  comforta- 
ble, furnished  house  in  Richmond  to  accommodate  visiting  pro- 
fessors on  an  annual  basis  who  can  be  brought  to  the  institution 
through  post  doctorate  fellowship  funds  now  provided  from  the 
A.  D.  Williams  Memorial  Fund.  There  is  someone  no  doubt 
who  would  be  glad  to  give  such  a  residence  if  we  just  knew 
where  to  find  him. 

Working  together  imposes  hardly  any  limits  which  can  be 
put  upon  our  united  effort.  Thanks  to  everyone  who  has  lent 
or  who  will  lend  a  hand.

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When  the  history  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  is  written,  one  of  the 
most  colorful  chapters  will  tell  the  story 
of  the  exploits  of  Chris  Baker,  the  cus- 
todian of  the  dissecting  hall  during  the 
graverobbing  era. 

It  is  hard  to  separate  the  fiction  that 
has  been  woven  around  his  name  from 
the  even  stranger  facts.  Few  vital  statistics 
can  be  established.  He  died  on  June  8, 
1919  after  living  more  than  seventy  years 
in  the  basement  of  the  Egyptian  Building, 
but  records  reveal  little  else.  Many  of  the 
alumni,  however,  who  were  in  school 
while  he  presided  over  the  dissecting  hall 
have  helped  compile  the  Chris  Baker  leg- 
end. 

Dr.  George  E.  Barksdale  M'99  of  Rich- 
mond, recalls  that  "he  was  a  small  man, 
bald,  and  wore  a  black  skull  cap  that  made 
him  so  distinguishable  that  Negroes  avoid- 
ed him  like  a  plague."  Some  incidents 
recounted  by  John  F.  Woodward  M'90 
of  Ivanhoe,  N.  C,  made  it  obvious  why 
his  own  people,  and  others,  felt  the  way 
they  did. 

"In  the  latter  part  of  1888,"  Dr.  Wood- 
ward said,  "I  moved  to  Richmond  to  enter 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  Apply- 
ing at  the  College  for  entrance,  I  was  told 
that  the  first  semester  was  nearly  over. 
They  suggested  that  while  waiting  for  the 
second  semester  I  attend  some  lectures  in 
anatomy.  I  asked  how  I  could  obtain  the 
bones  in  order  to  start  studying. 

"See  Chris  in  the  rear  of  the  building," 
I  was  told.  "He  looks  after  the  bones  and 
stiffs." 

"I  was  not  unprepared,"  Dr.  Wood- 
ward continued,  "for  the  shivers  that 
passed  through  my  body  when  I  entered 
the  dark  hall  in  the  rear  of  the  Egyptian 
Building.  A  dim  light  flickered  some  dis- 
tance to  my  left,  and  I  was  met  by  the 
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Dr.  R.  B.  Ware  of  Amherst,  Va.  loaned  this  picture  of  Chris  Baker  standing  by  a  group  of

most  peculiar  nauseating  odor  I  had  ever 
known.  My  desire  to  be  a  doctor  was  cer- 
tainly at  a  low  ebb.  However,  I  continued 
my  hunt  for  Chris.  I  called  several  times, 
but  no  answer,  only  a  splashing  of  water 
near  by.  Finally  a  black  face  with  a  greasy 
black  skull  cap  pulled  well  down  on  the 
forehead,  appeared  at  a  sort  of  window 
in  what  looked  like  a  black  silo." 

"Yes  Sir,"  came  a  crisp  sound  out  of 
that  black  face.  "You  want  Chris?"  I  ad- 
mitted it,  and  the  face  disappeared,  soon  to 
return  attached  to  a  body  dressed  in  a  black,

close  fitting,  greasy  jacket  and  black  greasy 
pants,  the  whole  outfit  redolent  of  the 
sickening  odor.  He  had  a  skull  in  his 
hand.  "This  beauty — bones  scarce — all  I 
got."  I  inquired  about  the  splashing  of 
water.  "Jes  stirring  'em  up  a  little."  About 
that  time  I  felt  something  stirring  up  in 
me,  handed  him  five  dollars  and  departed 
in  a  hurry  with  the  skull  wrapped  in  news- 
papers under  my  arm." 

Dr.  H.  R.  Fairfax  M'98  of  Brookhaven, 
Miss.,  remembers  that  when  he  wanted  to 
buy  a  skeleton,  Chris  Baker  showed  him 
one  and  said,  "Here's  one  you  can  have 
for  five  dollars.  The  bones  is  all  here 
'scusing  two  ribs." 

And  where  did  these  bodies  come  from 
with  no  anatomy  law  to  provide  a  source  ? 
The  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  do 
not  go  into  detail  on  this  subject,  but  in 
the  minds  of  the  citizens  of  Richmond 
there  was  a  direct  association  between  the 
graves  that  were  robbed  in  Oakwood  Cem- 
etery and  Chris  Baker. 

But  let's  let  Dr.  Woodward  tell  a  story 
which  might  shed  some  light  on  the  riddle. 
"I  began  my  regular  study  of  medicine 
first,  in  1889.  Dr.  Louis  Bosher  was  pro- 
fessor of  anatomy  and  Dr.  Blanton  had 
charge  of  the  dissecting  room.  Billie  Mat- 
hews, Lawrence,  and  I  worked  hard  in 
the  dissecting  room  to  see  who  could  get 
out  the  best  specimens.  At  the  end  of 
the  Semester,  Dr.  Bosher  picked  Mathews 
and  myself  as  prosectors  for  the  next  ses- 
sion, 1889-90;  thus  Mathews  and  I  fell 
heir  to  Chris  and  his  friends,  the  stiffs. 
We  had  access  to  any  bones  or  bodies  for 


specimens  in  the  anatomy  class.  How  we 
would  have  enjoyed  chlorophyll  then. 

"At  that  time  I'm  sure  we  never  thought 
of  where  those  dead  bodies  came  from. 
We  supposed  that  they  came  from  the 
city  hospital,  though  we  had  heard  of 
many  body  snatching  experiences.  Mat- 
hews and  I  went  to  Chris  one  day  to  get 
a  body  for  some  special  work.  'All  gone,' 
said  Chris,  'one,  two,  no  good.'  What  a 
dilemma !  We  reported  to  Dr.  Bosher. 
He  called  in  Dr.  Blanton  and  several  of 
the  other  professors.  They  reported  later 
that  there  were  no  bodies  to  be  had.  'It 
looks  like  a  body  snatching  job  is  in  or- 
der, boys,'  said  Dr.  Bosher.  'Mathews, 
it's  up  to  you  and  Woodward.'  Mathews 
was  delighted.  I'm  sure  I  was  sick.  That 
meant  getting  bodies  illegally  from  pauper 
graves,  a  few  miles  outside  the  city.  They 
agreed  to  protect  us  in  every  way,  provide 
all  the  money  necessary,  and  a  hideaway 
for  the  few  days,  for  a  raid  on  the  graves 
always  stirred  up  the  police. 

"The  raid  was  to  be  very  secret.  Mat- 
hews, Lawrence,  and  I  were  chosen  for  the 
job.  Mathews  arranged  all  the  plans.  A 
black  grocery  wagon,  drawn  by  a  large 
black  horse,  was  chosen.  We  were  to  wear 
dark  suits ;  a  white  man  with  his  face 
blackened  was  to  drive.  Chris  was  to  go 
along  to  do  the  real  snatching.  A  moonless 
Saturday  night  was  selected;  the  Black 
Maria  was  stationed  behind  the  building; 
not  a  light  was  seen  anywhere,  except  on 
the  street.  Mathews,  Lawrence,  and  I  crept 
out  of  a  back  door  and  entered  the  wagon 
backed   up   close.    Chris   and   the   driver 


took  the  front  seat.  The  driver  spoke 
quietly  to  the  horse  and  we  were  off. 

"The  wheels  of  the  wagon  had  iron 
rims  and  moved  noisily  over  the  rock 
paved  streets.  A  cold  rain  began  to  fall. 
That  was  a  solemn  outfit.  Not  a  word 
was  spoken  for  awhile,  and  Chris  and  the 
driver  looked  like  vultures  on  the  front 
seat.  That  wonderful  horse  was  finally 
pulled  down  off  the  road  behind  a  clump 
of  bushes.  Quietly  Chris  and  Mathews 
got  out  of  the  wagon.  One  with  a  spade, 
the  other  with  a  shovel.  They  stopped 
at  the  foot  of  a  hill  that  led  up  to  a  cabin, 
some  300  yards  above.  A  dim  light  flick- 
ered from  a  small  window  in  the  cabin. 
The  rain  was  only  a  drizzle.  I  could  see 
Chris  digging  at  the  head  of  a  newly  made 
mound.  He  had  a  lantern  that  threw  the 
light  in  only  one  direction.  I  can  see  those 
ghouls  standing  there  now.  Mathews  was 
shovelling  dirt.  In  a  short  while  Chris 
moved  towards  the  wagon  dragging  some- 
thing behind  him.  He  had  placed  a  black 
canvas  on  the  ground  near  the  wagon  be- 
fore he  left. 

"On  the  canvas  he  placed  the  object  and 
rolled  it  up.  He  had  just  placed  it  in  the 
back  of  the  wagon  between  Lawrence  and 
myself  when  a  shot  rang  out  from  the 
cabin.  It  sounded  like  a  cannon  to  me. 
Shots  rattled  all  through  the  limbs  of  the 
trees  near  by.  Chris  returned  to  his  work, 
for  we  were  set  for  two  bodies  that  night, 
when  suddenly  the  door  of  the  cabin 
opened  and  a  second  roar  came  from  the 
hill.  This  time  shots  fell  all  around  Mat- 
hews and  Chris.  They  dropped  their  tools

and  fled  to  the  wagon.  What  a  scramble ! 
It  frightened  the  horse  so  that  we  were  im- 
mediately splashing  down  the  wet  and 
muddy  road  with  the  corpse  bouncing  here 
and  there  between  the  three  of  us  on  the 
inside.  Turning  here  and  there  finally 
into  a  new  road,  someone  whispered  that 
we  were  in  Fulton.  Proceeding  now  rather 
slowly  we  entered  lower  Main. 

"Somewhere  around  14th  or  15th  street, 
we  turned  to  the  right  and  stopped  at  a 
beer  garden.  Mathews,  Lawrence  and  I 
got  out  and  entered  the  tavern,  while 
Chris  and  the  driver  left  to  deliver  their 
precious  charge  as  best  they  could.  At 
the  rear  of  the  tavern  there  was  a  large 
room  with  two  beds  and  tables.  A  man, 
evidently  prepared  for  our  visit,  took  us 
immediately  to  this  room.  We  had  hardly 
more  than  seated  ourselves  when  a  fat 
German  entered.  'Gentlemen,'  he  said, 
'I'm  here  to  serve  you,  anything  you  wish. 
It's  all  on  the  house.'  So  we  proceeded 
to  act  accordingly.  What  a  feast!  Three 
rather  tired  and  perhaps  a  little  frightened 
young  men  surely  enjoyed  the  dinner  on 
the  faculty. 

"We  were  told  later  that  the  whole  po- 
lice force  was  on  the  prowl.  Full  of  food, 
beer,  and  a  little  frightened,  we  put  out 
the  lights  and  turned  in.  The  next  day 
we  spent  eating  and  playing  cards.  Dur- 
ing the  day  Dr.  Bosher  smuggled  a  note 
to  us  saying  all  was  well.  Chris  had  landed 
okay  and  some  time  that  night  or  early 
morning  we  would  be  free  to  go  to  our 
homes,  but  to  keep  mum  for  a  while. 

"On  our  arrival  at  the  college  the  third 
day  you  would  not  have  known  anything 
unusual  had  happened.  I  went  around  to 
see  Chris.  His  big  white  eyes  popped, 
and  he  was  all  smiles.  He  was  much  upset 
that  we  fled  and  kept  him  from  getting 
another  stiff. 

"I'm  almost  sure  that  this  was  the  last 
snatching  escapade  that  was  ever  pulled 
off  at  the  college.  If  there  were  others  I 
never  heard  of  it.  I  think  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  legislature  made  it  legal  for 
paupers  to  be  assigned  to  the  two  medical 
colleges  as  they  needed  them. 

"Chris  kept  out  of  sight  for  a  while  for 
it  was  voiced  around  that  the  'black  devil' 
was  after  bodies  again.  He  knew,  how- 
ever, that  he  was  safe  as  soon  as  he  entered 
that  hell  hole  in  the  rear  of  the  Egyptian 
Building,"  Dr.  Woodward  concluded. 

It  is  small  wonder  that  the  fear  of  Chris 
Baker  was  so  great  in  Jackson  Ward  that 
nurses  used  to  threaten  their  children  that, 
"Chris  Baker's  gwine  to  get  you  if  you 
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don't  be  good."  Dr.  Thomas  W.  Murrell 
M'01  of  Richmond  remembers  hearing 
one  Negro  girl  say  that  Chris  Baker  took 
bodies  to  the  college  and  made  medicine 
of  them. 

Dr.  Albert  Pilkington  M'OO  of  Col- 
lingswood,  N.  J.  recalled  what  happened 
to  the  bodies  after  they  found  their  way, 
in  one  manner  or  another,  to  the  Egyptian 
Building. 

"Chris  promptly  injected  the  blood  ves- 
sels and  placed  the  body  in  a  formalde- 
hyde solution  in  vats  which  appeared  to  be 
old  metal  bath  tubs.  The  entire  top  floor 
of  the  Egyptian  Building  was  reserved  for 
anatomy.  There  was  a  door  entering  the 
amphitheatre.  In  this  room  Chris  did  most 
of  his  work. 

"There  was  a  storage  room  which  con- 
tained a  considerable  quantity  of  prepared 
bones,  a  room  very  few  people  were  per- 
mitted to  see,  and  then  a  large  students 
dissecting  room.  The  building,  as  we  all 
know,  did  not  have  any  windows  at  the 
sides,  only  skylights,  and  this  was  em- 
phasized in  relating  any  exploit  of  Chris, 
the  claim  being  that  the  design  was  to 
prevent  outraged  citizens  from  knowing 
when  the  room  was  in  use." 

The  fear  of  Chris  was  so  great  among 
his  own  people  that  after  he  was  fired  on 
outside  of  the  old  dispensary  and  patho- 
logical building,  it  is  rumored  that  he 
crossed  Twelfth  St.  on  only  two  occasions 
during  the  rest  of  his  life.  The  late  Clif- 
ton Miller  recalled  in  a  story  appearing 
in  the  Times-Dispatch  in  1936  that  once 
was  the  night  when  Richmond  celebrated 
Grover  Cleveland's  first  election  with  a 
torchlight  procession.  "The  medical  stu- 
dents dressed  in  fantastic  costumes  were 
headed  by  Chris  carrying  a  flaming  torch. 
When  the  parade  was  over,  Chris  was 
mobbed  by  his  own  people  with  almost 
fatal  results." 


Dr.  Miller  recalled  that  the  next  time 
was  late  in  his  life  when  his  friend,  the 
late  Dr.  Paul  La  Roque,  took  him  for  a 
buggy  ride  to  see  the  "new"  part  of  Rich- 
mond west  of  Twelfth  Street. 

But  just  as  Chris  was  hated  and  feared 
by  the  Negroes  of  Richmond,  he  was  loved 
by  the  faculty  and  students.  Dr.  R.  B. 
Ware  M'95  of  Amherst,  says  that  after 
"living  with  bones  all  his  life,  he  knew 
as  much  about  anatomy  as  any  professor." 

And  Dr.  Ware  remembers  that  Chris 
never  missed  when  he  predicted  who 
would  graduate.  Chris  said  that  he  watched 
all  the  boys  in  their  work  in  the  dissecting 
hall,  and  if  they  "lagged"  there,  they 
"lagged"  everywhere.  Dr.  Ware  reported 
that  Chris  would  ask  a  man  about  the 
"sweet  nut  bone"  and  if  he  couldn't  tell 
him  the  points  of  interest  on  the  other 


side  of  the  petrous  bone,  Chris  knew  that 
he  wouldn't  pass. 

Long  before  Chris  Baker's  death,  body- 
snatching  activities  were  made  unnecessary 
by  the  Anatomy  Law.  He  continued  to 
rule  over  the  dead  in  the  Egyptian  Build- 
ing, serving  the  school  in  less  spectacular 
ways. 

The  late  Dr.  Charles  R.  Robins  M'94 
once  wrote,  "Chris  Baker  was  in  the  popu- 
lar mind  endowed  with  all  the  qualities  of 
an  ogre.  But  to  the  professors  and  the 
doctors  he  was  a  hero,  and  he  performed 
his  duties  well." 

A  simple,  devoted  character,  he  had 
made  a  real  contribution  to  the  institution. 
Dr.  Pilkington  summed  it  up  in  one  sen- 
tence, "There  was  no  more  loyal  member 
of  the  College  than  Chris  Baker."

When  the  Virginia  General  Assembly 
convened  in  Richmond  on  January  13, 
there  were  eleven  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia Alumni  among  the  legislators.  The 
two  newcomers  are  pharmacists,  Charles 
E.  Green,  Jr.  P'35  of  Bedford  County 
and  R.  Maclin  Smith  P'27,  representing 
Brunswick  and  Lunenburg.  Both  are  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Delegates. 

Green  made  the  headlines  on  the  open- 
ing day  of  the  session  when  he  was  elected 
secretary  of  the  Democratic  caucus  of  the 
House.  The  owner  of  Green's  Drug  Store 
in  Bedford,  he  is  a  past  president  of  the 
Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Association  and 
of  the  Bedford  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
He  is  also  a  past  master  of  his  Masonic 
Lodge. 

Although  Maclin  Smith  has  sold  his 
drug  store  and  returned  to  farming  and 
cattle  raising  near  Kenbridge,  he  frequent- 
ly helps  out  his  colleagues  who  become 
temporarily  in  need  of  a  pharmacist.  He 
is  a  Mason  and  a  Kiwanian. 

There  are  two  other  graduates  of  the 
MCV  School  of  Pharmacy  in  the  House, 
along  with  two  graduates  of  the  School 
of  Medicine  and  one  dental  alumnus. 

Serving  his  second  term  in  the  House 
is  W.  Roy  Smith  P'4l  of  Petersburg,  who 
is  secretary-treasurer  of  Physicians  Prod- 
ucts, Inc.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni  Association,  a 
past  president  of  the  Lions  Club  and  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  past 
vice-president  of  the  Virginia  State  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  Active  in  many  other 
civic,  business,  and  professional  organiza- 
tions, he  received  the  Distinguished  Serv- 
ice Award  in  Petersburg  in  1949. 


Back  for  his  third  term  in  the  House 
is  Wilbur  T.  Leary  P'33,  representing 
Norfolk  County  and  South  Norfolk.  The 
owner  of  the  Cradock  Pharmacy  in  Ports- 
mouth, Leary  is  a  past  president  of  the 
Cradock  Merchants  Association  and  the 
Cradock  Sports  Club. 

Jack  W.  Witten  M'05  of  Tazewell  is 
a  veteran  legislator,  having  served  in  the 
House  from  1924-34,  in  the  Senate  from 
1936-38,  and  now  as  a  member  of  the 
House  since  1944.    Dr.  Witten  is  loved, 


however,  not  primarily  as  a  physician  and 
legislator,  but  as  a  benefactor  of  boys.  He 
has  given  a  home  and  an  education  to 
more  than  two  hundred  homeless  boys,  in- 
cluding several  outstanding  graduates  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

W.  C.  Elliott  M'28  is  serving  his  second 
term  as  a  delegate  from  Russell  County. 
Dr.  Elliott  and  his  brother,  James  Wil- 
liam Elliott  M'36  are  associated  in  surgery 
at  Lebanon,  Va.  He  is  active  as  a  Mason 
and  in  the  Lions  Club.

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The  only  dentist  in  the  legislature  is 
C.  E.  Greear  DTO  of  Fort  Blackmore,  Va. 
And  if  the  MCV  Alumni  have  a  Demo- 
cratic caucus,  he  is  the  only  one  who  would 
not  be  invited.  A  Republican  from  Scott 
County,  he  is  a  Mason,  a  member  of  the 
Ruritans,  and  is  active  in  civic  projects. 

In  the  Senate  J.  D.  Hagood  M'13  of 
Halifax,  W.  C.  Caudill  M'13  of  Pearis- 
burg,  Lloyd  C.  Bird  P'17  of  Richmond, 
and  E.  E.  Willey  P'30  of  Richmond  are 
all  back  again. 

Dr.  Hagood,  a  member  of  the  MCV 
Board  of  Visitors,  has  been  a  senator  from 
the  Tenth  District  since  1942.  Twice 
named  the  "General  Practitioner  of  the 
Year"  by  the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia, 
he  has  still  found  time  for  heavy  legisla- 
tive duty,  including  membership  on  the 
Governor's  Budget  Advisory  Committee. 

Dr.  Caudill,  who  has  been  serving  as 
president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  is  a 
past  president  of  the  Medical  Society  of 
Virginia.  In  1951  he  was  named  the 
"General  Practitioner  of  the  Year." 

Senator  Bird,  president  of  Phipps  and 
Bird,  has  been  a  member  of  the  Senate 
since  1944.  The  first  pharmacist  to  be 
elected  president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  As- 
sociation, he  is  now  a  member  of  its  Board 
of  Trustees.  He  is  chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  Southern  Association  of  Science  and 
Industry,  president-elect  of  the  Virginia 
Academy  of  Science,  chairman  of  the  Ad- 
visor)' Council  on  the  Virginia  Economy, 
and  president  of  the  Allied  Scientific  Cor- 
poration. 

Senator  Willey  was  elected  to  the  legis- 
lature from  Richmond  in  1950.  The  owner 
of  the  Willey  Drug  Co.,  he  is  a  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation and  has  served  on  the  Alumni 
Association  Board  of  Trustees.  He  has 
long  been  active  in  city  government,  serv- 
ing on  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  and  later  on  the 
City  Council.

Honor  Doctor  Sanger 

Dr.  Sanger  was  elsewhere  on  college  business  on  October  15,  when  the 
Tidewater  Chapter  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  held  its  annual  dinner 
meeting  at  the  Officers'  Club  of  the  Norfolk  Naval  Operating  Base. 

Had  he  been  there  to  see  the  spontaneous  enthusiasm  generated  by  Dr.  C. 
L.  Harrell's  resolution  recommending  that  a  building  at  MCV  be  named  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Sanger,  any  feeling  of  weariness  from  his  labors  of  the  past 
28  years  would  have  rolled  from  his  shoulders  in  that  heartwarming  moment. 
The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Chapter: 
WHEREAS,  William  Thomas  Sanger,  President  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  since  1925;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  under  his  leadership 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  has  expanded  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
of  the  community;  that  there  have  been  erected  or  acquired  the  following 
buildings  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Sanger,  namely,  Randolph-Minor  Hall ; 
A.  D.  Williams  Memorial  Clinic;  Student  Social  Center;  Hunton  Hall;  and 
several  others  including  old  residences  which  have  been  acquired  for  dormi- 
tories for  nurses  and  laboratory  space  and  other  needed  facilities ;  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  Dr.  Sanger  has  kept  a 
guiding  hand  among  the  college  students,  manifesting  great  interest  in  their 
welfare,  and  as  a  result  of  his  leadership  and  executive  ability,  he  has  been 
recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding  leaders  in  his  profession  in  the  country, 
having  been  the  recipient  of  many  honorary  degrees.  His  knowledge  and 
experience  has  been  sought  and  consulted  with  not  only  by  his  contemporaries 
in  Virginia  but  outside  of  the  State  as  well.  He  is  recorded  in  the  World 
Biographical  Encyclopedia  as  one  of  Virginia's  outstanding  men  of  mark 
and  history. 

THEREFORE,  we  of  the  Tidewater  Chapter,  at  the  meeting  assembled 
as  aforesaid,  do  hereby  feel  that  the  Alumni  Association  should  make  some 
definite  recognition  of  the  fine  and  outstanding  leadership  and  accomplish- 
ments of  Dr.  Sanger,  who  has  made  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  what 
it  is  today. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  we  of  the  Tidewater  Chapter 
do  hereby  recommend  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia to  name  one  of  the  new  buildings  to  be  constructed,  or  now  under 
construction,  "THE  SANGER  BUILDING"  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding 
service  rendered  to  the  College  for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  •

Qmbohiaid  Posts 
On  Doctors  Hospital  gtafa 


A  well  attended  Alumni  Chapter  meet- 
ing could  be  held  almost  any  day  in  the 
week  at  Doctors  Hospital  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  The  large  group  of  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  graduates  associated  there 
include  not  only  two  recent  past  presidents 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  but  also  most 
of  the  top  ranking  members  of  the  hospital 
staff. 

Dr.  Edgar  A.  Bocock  M'15  is  medical 
director  and  administrator  of  the  Hospital 
and  the  medical  center,  which  includes 
three  medical  buildings,  where  237  physi- 
cians and  92  dentists  have  their  offices. 
Dr.  Bocock  accepted  this  position  in  1944, 
after  serving  as  superintendent  of  Gal- 
linger  Municipal  Hospital  in  Washington 
for  sixteen  years. 

Dr.  Bocock  entered  hospital  administra- 
tion during  his  nine  years  in  the  regular 
Army.  Designated  by  the  United  States 
government  as  director  of  hospitals  for 
the  Republic  of  Panama,  he  supervised 
the  building  and  operation  of  eight  hos- 
pitals in  the  provinces  as  well  as  the  three 


million  dollar  mother  hospital  in  Panama 
City. 

Although  he  has  continued  in  this  field 
since  his  resignation  from  the  Army  with 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel,  Dr.  Bocock 
is  also  a  weekend  farmer.  His  colleagues 
state  authoritatively  that  he  "maintains  a 
zoo"  on  his  estate  near  Bristow,  Va.  and 
cite  as  evidence  a  half  dozen  dogs,  a  herd 
of  Aberdeen  Angus  cattle,  six  pure  bred 
Percheron  horses,  geese,  ducks,  white  king 
pigeons,  pheasants,  china  hogs,  and  white 
leghorn  chickens.  Mrs.  Bocock  shares  his 
enthusiasm  for  country  living. 

Chief  of  the  division  of  urology  and  a 
director  of  the  hospital  is  Dr.  Alan  J. 
Chenery  M'17.  Dr.  Chenery,  too,  has  a 
military  background.  He  entered  the  Navy 
Medical  Corps  as  Assistant  Surgeon  im- 
mediately upon  his  graduation  and  served 
on  transport  duty,  hospital  ships,  and  hos- 
pital duty.  After  doing  postgraduate  work 
in  urology  at  Johns  Hopkins,  he  was  ap- 
pointed instructor  in  urology  at  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Medical  School  in  1924.  Dr.  Chen-

ery  resigned  from  the  Navy  in  1926  to 
enter  private  practice  of  urology  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

Dr.  Chenery  has  been  active  in  many 
professional  organizations.  In  1949  his 
interest  in  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Alumni  Association  resulted  in  his  elec- 
tion to  the  presidency  of  the  organization. 

Associated  with  Dr.  Chenery  in  the 
practice  of  urology  is  Dr.  James  W. 
Choate  M'42  who  is  associate  attending 
urologist  at  Doctors  Hospital. 

The  other  recent  past  president  on  the 
staff  of  Doctors  Hospital  is  Dr.  Harry 
Lee  Claud  M'21,  who  is  associate  head  of 
the  department  of  surgery,  as  well  as  a 
director  of  the  hospital  and  of  the  medical 
center.  He  also  is  the  organizer  and  presi- 
dent of  the  William  Mercer  Sprigg  Me- 
morial Library,  located  at  the  hospital.

He  has 
been  engaged  in  the  private  practice  of 
surgery  in  Washington  since  1924,  when 
he  was  made  assistant  to  Dr.  Harry  Hy- 
land  Kerr.  Three  years  later  he  obtained 
an  office  with  Dr.  William  Mercer  Sprigg, 
being  associated  with  him  in  the  practice 
of  gynecology  while  having  his  own  sur- 
gical practice. 

Dr.  Claud  is  a  past  president  of  the 
Southeastern  Surgical  Congress  and  is  now 
a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Southern 
Medical  Association.  He  is  at  present  de- 
voting much  time  to  his  duties  as  chair- 
man of  the  blood  committee  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  Medical  Society. 

Chief  of  the  division  of  ophthalmology 
is  Dr.  J.  Spencer  Dryden  M'33,  who  re- 
ceived this  appointment  in  1945.  He  is 
also  an  associate  in  ophthalmology  at  Epis- 
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copal  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital.  He 
is  president  of  the  Section  on  Ophthal- 
mology of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  and  a  past  president  of 
the  Greater  Washington  MCV  Alumni 
Chapter.  He  served  in  the  U.S.A.  Medi- 
cal Corps  from  1941  until  1945,  being 
discharged  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dryden  have  four  chil- 
dren. They  make  their  home  in  Bethesda, 
Maryland. 

Chief  of  the  division  of  otolaryngol- 
ogy at  Doctors  Hospital,  as  well  as  at 
Garfield  and  Sibley  Hospitals,  is  Dr.  Wil- 
liam A.  Morgan  M'17.  He  was  medical 
coordinator  for  the  Department  of  In- 
terior from  1943  to  1949,  consultant  in 
the  Air  Force  from  1951  to  1952  and  is 
at  the  present  time  surgeon  for  the  Secret 
Service  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Morgan  has  recently  received  inter- 
national plaudits  for  the  humanitarian 
services  he  has  rendered  in  the  Dominican 
Republic.  In  the  course  of  a  brief  visit 
there  he  performed  700  operations  among 
the  indigents,  and  in  recognition  of  that 
the   grateful   island   in   the  West   Indies 


named  a  hospital  in  Cuidad  Trujillo  the 
William  Arthur  Morgan  Hospital.  Each 
year  Dr.  Morgan  visits  the  Republic  and 
spends  his  vacation  working  among  the 
indigents.

Dr.  Richard  E.  Dunkley  M'30  is  an 
attending  internist  on  the  staff  of  Doc- 
tors Hospital.  In  private  practice  of  in- 
ternal medicine  in  Washington  since  1932, 
he  interned  at  Gallinger  Municipal  Hos- 
pital and  served  a  residency  at  Sibley  Me- 
morial Hospital. 

Active  in  the  MCV  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, he  is  a  past  president  of  the  Greater 
Washington  Chapter. 

Dr.  A.  Frank  Kreglow  M'34  is  also  an 
attending  internist  at  Doctors  Hospital.
